Demand for . Labor is. Less 
Marked in Winter Gripped 
Dominion 


The Employment Bar vie* of the De¬ 
partment of Labor reports that re¬ 
turns from the Dominion and Provin¬ 
cial offices of the Employment Ser¬ 
vice of Canada for the week ending 
November *2, a I tow a decrease In 
placements as compared with the re¬ 
turns of the preceding week. During 
the week the 92 offices reported that 
they had referred 7.962 persons to reg¬ 
ular positions, and that 6.914 of three 
bad received employment. This rep¬ 
resents a decrease of ft* aa compared 
with the previous week when 4.907 
persons were placed. This decrease 
was due to a decline in placements in 
the lumbering industry in Manitoba. 
In addition 1,450 casual jobs were 
supplied as compared with 1.247 of the 
week ended November 15. 

During the week 9.129 applicants 
wejy registered, of whom 754 were 
women andH.572 were men. This 
represents a decrease In registration' 
of 738, when compared with the 14.- 
047 applicants the previous week. The 
number of vacancies notified by cm- 1 
ployers during the week totalled 1,402. 
of which 1,114 were for women and 
7.548 were (or men. When compured 
with 4,735 vacancies reported during 
the preceding week, this shows a de¬ 
crease of 333 vacancies. Of the 
placements In regular employment 
—447 were women, and 5',471 were men. 
The number of soldiers reported as 
-placed was 2,5*5. 

Of the placements In regular em¬ 
ployment. 12 were reported by 
Prince Edward Island, an Increase of 
104 hy Nova Beotia, a decrease of 
23 : 364 by New Brunswick, a decrease 
of 3; 541 by Quebec, a decrease of 75; 
1.933 by Ontario, a decrease of 61: 
756 by Manitoba, a decrease of 144; 
54t by Saskatchewan, an increase of 
54; 419 by Alberta, an Increase of 
134: and 437 by British Columbia, a 
decrease of 168.

An Indian Malahat. 

"The Actual fighting had joat ceased 
but the trains were blocked and 
choked with soldiers, which made 
travel congested and a bit unpleasant 
as the heat was very great, and one 
can imagine what It was to travel in 
those small crowded care In the fear¬ 
ful heat of India. Leaving Kawl 
Hindi, I took a motor car for ZOO miles, 
over a steep mountain road, climbing 
to an altitude at Mure* of 7.600 feet, 
which Is mostly above the clouds and 
rather chilly as compared with the 
beat of the plains. It le a wonderful 
and magnificent ride and comparable 
to the Mai aha (, only very much longer 
and very much warmer. Thirty miles 
from Brins gar in tha Valley of Kash¬ 
mir, the road la one continuous 
avenue lined with tail Lombardy 
Poplars. This makes a shady cool 
ride. There is plenty cf excitement 
on the ride, dodging doge, goats, 
sheep, buffalo carts, children, and 
chickens and no one but a native 
chaffeur would navigate. I think our 
beat drivers in the Island Motor CU 
would throw up the sponge and hand 
over the wheel to the native Hindu 
driver. 

“Arrlylng at 8rlnagar after a day 
and a half run, dusty and thirsty, 1 
arrived at an excellent hotel and 
prepare lo clean up. Aa If by magic, 
the room was crowded with a motley 
turbanded group c a m pooed of a 
varied assortment ef tradesmen and 
beggars, all Jostling each other to get 
in first word with the Sahib. The 
barber, who was stronger than the 
tailor, got In the first word: “would 
not the Sahib like a shave and mut- 
sager* He was pushed out and the 
tailor began hla song Then came 
the deliverer in the form of “Ahmod" 
the Kashmir Beater ^servant) who 
smiled and “Would not the Sahib ac¬ 
cept hla services." It wua now pan¬ 
demonium and a free fight was im¬ 
minent so his service was accepted 
and orders given to clear the room 
Ahmed being a big chap swept them 
ill out and locked the door. 

"Kashmir Is famed fer Its shawls. 
With Hinngar aa Its chief city, 
whilst la a veritable Venice, inter¬ 
sected by canals for streets, with 
shops, palaces and residences built on 
the waters edge, and entered from 
your boat, which Is called a rhicakl" 
and propelled by from two to a dosen 
men with paddle*. It is truly a won¬ 
derful etty and one can eat the moat 
luctoua of fruit without fear of 
cholera.

Carter, who has Just returned from 
.a business trip to India, China and 
Japan. There appears -to be an 
abundance of money ^nd every firm 
has booked orders three monthe In 
advance of its output, “it la Impos¬ 
sible for the firms to fill their orders 
aa rapidly as tbejr are filed," statee 
Mr. Carter. 

During his absence from Victoria. 
Mr. Carter travelled 30,000 miles. He 
made several interesting trips in from 
tho coast of China and covered prac¬ 
tically Ihe whole of India. 

Mr. Carter writea of hla trip aa 
follows. 

Japan and China. 

“Starting on May 1 on the steam¬ 
ship Km pros* of Asia, I landed In 
Yokohama, Japan, on the 9th. and 
proceeded by rail to Nagoya and 
Kobe. thence by steamship to 
Shanghai, where 1 was marooned for 
a month on account of the lack of 
steamship accommodation, which at 
that time was very eerteu*. Ihrrtng 
my stay in Shanghai I was in the 
midst of iho Chine# riot*, and was 
wounded in * charge by the Indian 
Mounted Lancers. 

“During my enforced stay In 
Shanghai I visited the ancient Ylty 
of Suchow. which is called the 
Venice of China on account of the 
canals by which the city Is divided. 
The vehicle of locomotion used in 
Hue how la the inoffensive donkey. 
These stiff little auimata carry one 
In safety through the dirty narrow 
streets of the city. From Mhaagbal 
I proceeded direct to Canton, famous 
for its porcelain, thence te Hong¬ 
kong. the great British port of the 
Pacific. Although only a year bad 
elapsed since. 1 was la Hongkong, 
great changes have taken place since 
the cessation of war. The American 
firms are pouring In. end 191 new 
American firms have been estab¬ 
lished during the last twelve month*, 
and more are coming by every 
steamer that arrives. What is Cwisda 
doing? Mo far as I could sec. Canada 
Is doing nothing. American Inter¬ 
ests are very strong in China, and. of 
course, her responsibility is rather 
a menace to her ‘peore policy.' and 
sooner or later she will have to pro¬ 
tect her own Interests and fight her 
own fights, end take up the white 
man's burden/ and that In the not 
far distant future.** 

Aft Singapore. 

• "From Hongkong 1~ went to 
Singapore. Wonderful change* <are 
taking place there, and It la destined 
lo he a very important trade centre. 
Beautiful and eu be lanital buildings 
have taken the ground formerly oc¬ 
cupied by shacks; palatial municipal 
and governmsnt buildings have been 
erected; hotels second lo none In the 
Orient, fine roads, baautlful houle- 
varded drives and an Immense busi¬ 
ness which is being transacted at 
this port makes it extremely busy 
and Interesting. It Is a wsatrhy place 
and the pace is swift. 

"One hotel stated 'If they did not 
uncork 150 bottles of champagne 
each night they considered trade as 
being slack.' Here. Indeed, one find* 
the Bohemian life of the Orient 
Frlm Singapore. passing Borneo 
and Java. I called at Colombo. 
Ceylon, which Is alwaya an In¬ 
teresting place, connected as It la 
In our hymnolofty wlih ’spicy breeses
